White House aides said during

that Johnson was still consider- 
ing calling the Senate back to 
vote on ratification of the nu- 
clear nonproliferation treaty. 


Presumably the chief execu- 


tive will have to make up his 
mind this week in order to get 
senators rounded up and back in 
the capital with some time for 
debate before the Christmas 
holidays. 


Talk With Harriman 


Due in Washington today for 


an expected conference some- 
time this week with Johnson 
was Ambassador Averell Harri- 
man, chief U.S. negotiator at 
the Paris peace talks. 


One of the first things on the 


presidential agenda, however, 
was a social event. The John- 
sons both have been invited to a 
women's National Press Club 
dinner tonight, honoring Mrs. 
Johnson. 


It was a quiet, mostly rainy, 


relaxing holiday at the LBJ 
Ranch for the President.

Christmas Spirit 


At two church services Sun- 


day, the President heard ser- 
mons advising perishioners to 
get into the Christmas spirit of 
brotherly love early and to 
make sure it doesn't die when 
the needles of the Christmas 
tree fall. 


It was the first Sunday in Ad- 


vent, heralding the coming of 
Christmas. The President was 
on hand for 9 a.m. Mass at St. 
Francis Xavier Roman Catholic 
Church in Stonewall, a mile or 
so from the ranch. His daugh- 
ter, Luci Nugent, followed him 
in a few minutes late.

The 
President did not do any buying.

SAIGON (AP) - The South 


Vietnamese announced today 
they will obaerve a 24-hour 
truce for Christmas. The an- 
nouncement was made by the 
office of President Nguyen 
Van Thieu. 


The truce will run from C 


p.m. (Sajgon time) Dec. 24 to 
6 p.m. Dec. 25. It will be 
observed for "humanitarian 
reasons," the announcement 
said. 


The government added that 


the truce would be observed 
only on Christmas and not on 
New Year's Day or Tet, the 
lunar new year. 


Last week, a National Lib- 


eration Front spokesman in 
Phnom Penh, Cambodia, said 
he understood the Viet Cong 
would call cease-fires on all 
three holidays. The United 
States has made no comment, 
but in past years U.S. forces 
have observed truces called 
by the South Vietnamese. 


Too Affluent? 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) 


— All too many Americans 
are endangering their health 
'through dissipation while la- 
boring under the illusion that 
miracles of medicine alone 
will keep them well, some 
leaders of organized medicine 
report. 


The Board of Trustees of 


the American Medical Associ- 
ation, in a special report to 
the AMA's 22nd clinical con- 
vention Sunday, said. 


"Our affluence has reduced 


physical e x e r t i o n and in- 
creased overeating, e x c e s s 
drinking, smoking, late hours 
and drug consumption. 


"Advice of the physician is 


too often ignored and slighted. 
The sense of well being result- 
ing from our progress leads 
many people to assume that 
illness cannot strike them, or 
that cures are to be taken for 
granted." 


The board made the com- 


ments hi urging the nation's 
doctors to "educate the Ameri- 
can people to the growing role 
of the individual in the deliv- 
ery of health care." 


The report added: "While 


much progress has been made 
in overcoming many historic 
plagues of mankind, we find 
more and more illness due, at 
least in part, to abuse and 
neglect by the individual him- 
self." 


"Easy Ways" 


In a kindred vein, Dr. 


Dwight L. Wilbur of San 
Francisco, president of the 
AMA, declared in his presi- 
dential address to the policy- 
making house of Delegates 
that millions of Americans 


falsely "assume there are 
easy ways to stay well and 
youthful looking." 


"The human being," he 


said, "remains the complex, 
finely tuned, vulnerable body 
each of us inherits; but mil- 
lions resist the arduous and 
disciplinary requirements of 
really caring for it. 


"Instead, they turn, among 


other things, to diet fads, 
patent medicines, a countless 
variety of pills, tobacco and 
alcohol, often instant and in- 
a d e q u a t e exercise and 
quacks." 


On another subject, Wilbur 


urged physicians to maintain 
"effective self-discipline" as 
regards fees charged to pa- 
tients, as one way to help 
cope with the "rising cost of 
health care." 


He also recommended that 


doctors "avoid hospitalizing 
any patient unless it is abso- 
lutely necessary "and'.'reduce 
the length of stays in hospitals 
to the essential minimum." 


He said one of the major 


causes for raising health care 
costs "is the inflation that 
grips all aspects of our econ- 
omy."

AMA "condemn all cigarette 
advertising on television."

dent-elect Richard M. Nixon an- 
nounced today he is making 
Harvard Prof. Henry A. Kissin- 
ger his assistant for national se- 
curity affairs to oversee the for;- 
eign and defense policy machin- 
ery of the White House.

Nixon, at a news conference, 


said the 45-year-old Kissinger, a 
native of Germany, will revamp 
the entire security planning ma- 
chinery at the White House with 
an aim to preventing global 
crises rather than simply deal- 
ing with them as they arise. 
'. 


The President-elect said he 


was concerned that, after In- 
auguration Day, he gets a broad 
spectrum of news on foreign 
policy problems and is "not pre- 
sented with a paper that repre- 
sents a consensus—the least 
common denominator." 


He said he was calling on Kis- 


singer, a professor of govern- 
ment at Harvard, to bring in 
new men and promote new 
ideas so he will have the benefit 
of divergent views. 


"Strong Secretary" 


Asked if Kissinger might ov- 


ershadow the man Nixon even- 
tually appoints as secretary of 
state, the incoming chief execu- 
tive said, "I intend to have a 
very strong secretary of state " 
But he insisted he has not de- 
cided on nominees for either the 
state or defense cabinet posts.

School to be Closed 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 


state has ordered a strife-torn 
Brooklyn junior high school 
closed "until further notice" aft- 
er a day of disorder and student 
vandalism in the Ocean Hill- 
Brownsville district and else- 
where in the public school sys- 
tem. 


State Education Commission- 


er James E. Allen's order Mon- 
day followed clashes between 
rock-throwing students and po- 
lice in 'uie eight-school decen- 
tralized district that has been 
the focus of the city's continuing 
school crisis. 


Allen also announced that As- 


sociate Commissioner Herbert 
F. Johnson, the state-appointed 
trustee trying to run Ocean Hill 
in the aftermath of the bitter 
teachers' strike, was being tem- 
porarily relieved at his own re- 
quest. 


"He's pretty well worn out at 


the moment," Allen said. "He 
wants time to rethink the pro- 
gram and decide where to go 
from here."

noteworthy that the New York Court of 
Appeals, the state's highest court, has 
unanimously judged that the state's law 
prohibiting strikes by public employes is 
constitutional. 


The ruling la of particular interest now 


in Wisconsin because of the recent strike of 
Green Bay School District maintenance em- 
ployes, which dragged'through three weeks 
with increasing pubOc concern over wheth- 
er workers who have agreed to continue on 
the job and the few replacements who have 
been hired can perform adequately the 
total work load. At the same time, Madison 
experienced a flood of "sick calls" from 
firemen, sanitation workers, and City Hall 
employes, whose wage agreements were 
under negotiation. 


The Green Bay experience, quite aside 


from the basic question of whether a 
government employer can determine work- 
ing shifts, has demonstrated a glaring void 
in state laws. There must be legislation to 
insure that necessary public services con- 
tinue while negotiations take place in a 
form acceptable to both public employes 
and the people, as represented by a 
governmental agency. 


The New York law dates from the 1966 


subway strike which tied up New York 
City. The case before the Court of Appeals 
was a challenge of convictions during the 
strike of sanitation workers last February. 


In an opinion written by Chief Justice 


Stanley Fuld, the Court of Appeals said 


How About the American Indian 


there is nothing in the federal Constitution 
or the New York constitution which forbids 
the state from outlawing strikes by public 
workers. Said Judge Fuld: 


"Self-interest of individual or organiza- 


tion may not be permitted to endanger the 
safety, health, or public welfare of the state 
or any of its subdivisions." 


The decision also put into legal language 


one of the differences between govern- 
mental strikes and those in the private 
economy. Judge Fuld said that not only can 
strikes against the government deprive the 
people of essential services but that the 
"coercive effect of paralyzing strikes" 
could destroy the legislative process since 
public employes, through the use of 
political power, could obtain gains "wholly 
disproportionate to the services rendered 
by them." 


Wisconsin has a law forbidding strikes by 


public employes. But it usually is explained 
that enforcement is time-consuming and 
penalties not worth the effort. Perhaps it 
must be said that fear of the political 
consequences also hampers use of the law. 
Interestingly enough, the New York court 
appeal, in addition to a token fine and jail 
sentence of a union president, involved an 
$80.000 fine of the union. 


Wisconsin should examine closely the 


contents of the New York law. It might 
form one part of what is needed by the 
'state and its municipalities, the other being 
an agreed upon means of negotiation while 
public services continue without interrup- 
tion. 


Amid the considerable publicity about 


the plight of minority groups in the United 
States, there has generally been a lack of 
interest in the fact that the American 
Indian is in such a group. But there is some 
progress being made in both raising 
standards of living on some reservations 
and trying to assimilate the Indian into 
urban life. 


The American Indian Center of Chicago, 


headed by Robert Rietz, is specifically 
attempting to make things easier for the 
urban Indian while at the same time 
encouraging him to maintain his traditional 
group values. Or perhaps the latter leads to 
the former. At any rate Rietz feels that the 
Center is helping the urban Indian to 
overcome the problems of unemployment, 
limited education, prejudice and inade- 
quate housing. And the Indian's status in 
the city is important. More than 16,000 
Indians live in Chicago while there were on- 
ly about 500 there at the end of World War 
II 


The major problem has been the dis- 


graceful neglect of the Indian over the 
years by most white Americans. Today it 
may be that our guilt over what was a very 
real effort at genocide and then the 
appalling conditions on reservations en- 
courages us to pretend that -the problem 


U.S. Bases in Spam 


The United States military base rights in 


Spain are due to expire soon and negotia- 
tions about their renewal have taken a 
number of strange turns. 


At first Spanish Foreign Minister Fer- 


nando Maria Castiella y Maiz demanded a 
whopping $1 billion over a five year period 
from the United States for the base rights. 
The money was to be apportioned equally 
among the Spanish army, navy and air 
force. Spanish military leaders and the 
Spanish press thought this was a fine idea 
and that the United States ought to pay 
dearly for the right to keep an eye on the 
Soviet rise of influence in the Mediterran- 
ean. 


But American officials didn't see it that 


way. They pointed out in conferences that 
the bases also protected the Spanish from 
outside encroachment. And some Spaniards 
began to have second thoughts. The 
demands were reduced to only $400 
million. In particular the Spanish were 
beginning to look ahead to the day when 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco dies and 
there are possibilities of disorders over his 
successor. The emphasis on the use of 
money from the United States was to be 
placed on a highly mobile Spanish force 
which could be hastily flown anywhere 
within Spain to put down such disorders. 


does not exist. As Rietz points out, "the 
teaching of Indian history in our school- 
rooms is less than pathetic. The entire 
Indian removal policy of federal adminis- 
trations during the 19th Century is unmen- 
tioned. Nowhere do young people really 
learn about the development of the reser- 
vation system. Just think of it — extermi- 
nation, reservations. Yet nothing in oar 
textbooks!" Certainly this failure 
has 


helped immensely to bolster the white 
prejudice against the Indian. 


Over the years some white Americans 


have come to realize that the Indian has a 
considerable contribution to make to the 
development of this nation — his tradition- 
al understanding of conservation, 
for 


instance. Perhaps of greater importance to 
the individual Indian, and especially the 
urban Indian, is the importance of a sense 
of community, a recognition that he can 
direct his own programs, the need to 
maintain traditions. 


The neglect of the American Indian has 


not provoked the violence that the discrim- 
ination against the American Negro has 
throughout much of the country. But the 
need to change is just as great. A more 
honest approach in our textbooks would be 
a good place to start. 


Such emphasis, however, puts the United 


States in an embarrassing position. Too 
often its military aid to foreign govern- 
ments has been used to maintain unpopular 
and dictatorial regimes in power rather 
than to prevent outside aggression or 
forward the causes of peace and justice. No 
one denies that Franco is a dictator. His 
successor is also apt to have to rule through 
power. 


The United States also has the availabili- 


ty of Portuguese bases and the more 
convenient excuse for dealing with that 
dictatorial regime since Portugal is a 
member of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. Spanish leaders well remem- 
ber the Russian help to the Republican side 
during the civil war and are unfikely to do 
much that would help increase Soviet 
influence in the Mediterranean. But the 
threat of trying to be neutral, especially in 
light of the Spanish-British conflict over 
Gibraltar ?nd Snanish barking for the Arab 
cause in the Middle East, is not a happy 
development. 


At any rate the foreign minister's strong 


demands are making it more difficult for 
any sort of acceptable agreement to be 
reached without one side or the other 
finding it embarrassing.

RIAGE 


The dignity of marriage will 


be lost if husbands can use 
their wives for pleasure with- 
out the burden of pregnancy. 
Thus spoke Pope Paul and the 
ultra - conservative Cardinals 
who wrote the encyclical. 
What a slap in the face to my 
hundreds of n o n - C a t h o l i c 
friends who have precticed 
birth regulation for 
many 


years. What a slap in the face 
to other millions of non-Catho- 
lics throughout the world. Is 
tneir marriages really so low 
in dignity as that statement 
would lead us to believe? 
Perhaps too much freedom of 
sex could destroy the love and 
dignity of marriage as the 
encyclical implies. I doubt if 
that could destroy 
marital 


dignity any faster than too 
little sex in marriage, no sex 
in marriage or the morbid 
fear of sex because of unwant- 
ed additional pregnancies. 


If contraception and adul- 


tery are both sinful, which is 
the most serious sin? I happen 
to like sex, (at least I did 
before pregnancy number five 
and six came along), but I can 
live without it and the fulfill- 
ment it brings to marriage a 
whole lot easier than 
can 


stand to have more children. 
If I decide to enjoy sex should 
it be by committing sin with 
my wife by using birth preven- 
tive devices? I certainly would 
not like the thought of being 
reminded of my sin every 
time I see my wife many 
times throughout each day. It 
would be easier on the mind 
and nervous system to commit 
adultery with a woman whom 
I will never or seldom see 
face to face again. 


The encyclical is certainly 


not preserving the dignity of 
Christian marriage. It has put 
the church backwards at least 
400 years in its relation to 
family life, Christian marriage 
and the spiritual interpretation 
of God's law. This is 1968, not 
the twelve hundreds or sixteen 
hundreds. The birth control 
commission report embodied 
scientific knowledge and Holy 
Doctrine. Its rejection by 
those few so firmly entrenched 


in power in the Roman Catho- 
lic Curia was disastrous be- 
yond belief. Their only concern 
seemed to be what people 
would say if a Pope admits to 
possible error of judgment 
made five years or five hun- 
dreds years ago.

preted. The Ten Command- 
ments. Holy Scripture, and the 
Holy Bible cannot support this 
rule. How can the church 
justify it by saying it is God's 
law instead of admitting it is 
the law of the church just as 
eating meat on Friday was? 
What dignity is left in the 
church? When the church has 
lost its dignity how can it hope 
to preserve the dignity of 
marriage? 


DIGNITY OF MAN 


What dignity man had the 


encyclical is taking away. How 
utterly useless the Christian 
man becomes when his pri- 
mary purpose in life is pro- 
creation. Care and rearing of 
children in God's graces is 
less important in the encycli- 
cal than having more. How 
tragic that those you have 
brought into the world are less 
important than those whom 
you could cause to be con- 
ceived. The human mind is 
egotistical. Man's needs in- 
clude the need to feel impor- 
tant, to fee' that life is 
worthwhile on this earth. With 
present m e d i c al knowledge 
and techniques, one drunken 
bum, of crippled mind and 
body and pagan spirit, could 
provide at one time enough 
sperm cells to theoretically 
make every fertile woman in 
the world pregnant. To say 
that man's primary purpose in 
life should be to cause preg- 
nancy every time he has 
intercourse with his wife does 
far more to deny God's law 
than to support it. 


People alive today ought to 


have some importance to God. 
Their main purpose should not 
be to have lots of kids to 
baptize as Catholics so more 
'paychecks can support the 
Catholic Church. I have a 
distinctly sick feeling that this 
is one of the major concerns 
of those who drew up the 
encyclical.

MAY NOT PUSH VOTE 
It may be that the commit- 


tee vote, with the backing of 
Assemblyman A1 f o n s i, who 
will be the GOP majority 
quarterback in the new As- 
sembly, won't be pushed.

and hospitals, and naw celtega 
and unlvmlty campuses, and 
enlargement of txwtag cam- 
puses to such dimensions that 
graduates returning after 10 
years find them difficult to 
recognise. That debt now 
amounts to more than $400 
million, and is likely to grow 
at $1M million biennial leaps 
for some time ahead. 


More aptly, why this ad- 


visory referendum when there 
is now pending before the 
legislature g e n e r a 1 bonding 
amendment which needs only 
the second approval of the 
lawmakers to put it before the 
people for a ratification vote? 
That amendment would in- 
clude not only institutional 
structure* and highways, but 
recreational facilities, water, 
improvements, and conserva- 
tion works in general. 


If the people like the idea 


they could have a vote on it 
next April, to make it effec- 
tive, assuming the seasonable 
action of the 1969 legislature. 
If they don't, they can vote 
against it and kill it. 


NOT VERY ENTHUSIASTIC 
With all respect to Mr. 


Alfonsi and some of his 
friends, he has never shown 
much enthusiasm for the so- 
called ORAP program of ac- 
quiring recreational lands. 


Like many other influential 


legislators, he represents a 
district in which the demand 
and the need for publicly 
owned recreational lands are 
understood only academically. 
His constituents are already 
surrounded by thousands of 
acres of empty space, much of 
it publicly owned and available 
for public use. He also repre- 
sents some constituents who 
cast a sour eye on the idea of 
developing parks and picnic 
grounds and camping facilities 
in the more crowded sections 
of the state which may offer 
customer competition w i t h 
private resorts and other pro- 
prietors. 


The recent history of bond 


issues of such size contains 
little cause for optimism about 
the results of an advisory 
referendum of the kind now 
suggested by the Alfonsi com- 
mittee. (Gov. Knowles, in ask- 
ing for an enlargement of the 
recreational and pollution bond 
issue, pointed to legislative 
action favoring such a pro- 
gram in Illinois. What he did 
not say is that the voters there 
killed it.) 


ELECTORS COULD DECIDE 
The electors may oppose the 


omnibus constitutional amend- 
ment in April also, of course, 
if it is submitted. Therr1r;a 
restiveness about big public 
spending. But such a straight- 
forward proposition knocked 
down would be a fairer meth- 
od, nevertheless, than the sud- 
den conversion to the idea of 
soliciting the people's advice 
before legislative action.
